Crystal Commons plans shrink,

New tax shift 
for residents 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

WILMINGTON - Acting on a 
recommendation from 
Principal Assessor Humphrey 
“Skip” Moynihan, the Board of 
Selectmen voted unanimously 
on Monday night to adopt a tax 
classification shift of 1.97 for 
Fiscal Year 2005 (F'Y05). 

The shift will result in a mini- 
mum residential factor of 
71.8310 for FY05. 

“This recommendation is con- 
sistent with prior years’ tax 
policies and allows the town to 
collect an equitable amount of 
taxes from the residential, 
commercial, industrial, and 
personal property sectors,” 
Moynihan told the board. 

The tax classification shift 
allows the town to more evenly 
distribute the tax levy between 
Residential and 
Commercial/Industrial/Person 
al (CIP) properties by charging 
CIP properties at a higher rate 


For FY(@ and FY08, Wilmington 
had been using a shift of 1.74, just 
under what had been the 1.75 max- 
imum set by the state. Despite that 
tributed 52 percent of the total 
taxes, with CIP making up the 
remaining 48 percent of the total 
levy. 


Legislation passed in 2003, 
commonly referred to as 
Chapter 3, temporarily 
changed the limits of tax clas- 
sification law, allowing an 
increase in classification shift 
to 2.00 in order to provide addi- 
tional relief to residential tax 
payers, who would otherwise 
have seen drastic increases in 
their tax bills. Even with that 
relief, Residential taxes still 
contributed 52 percent of the 
total. 

“Last year, had we not adopted 
Chapter 3, residents would have 
experienced an average property 
tax increase of $480,” Moynihan 
said. “Because we did adopt 
Chapter 3, residents experienced 
an average property tax increase 
of $126.” 

An aspect of last year's tem- 


porary relief was the institution 
of a maximum shift of 1.97 for 
FY05, which will result in resi- 
dential taxes contributing 56 
percent of the total. The clas- 
sification shift maximum will 
drop down again in FY06 to 1.90 
and then to 1.83 for FY07. The 
maximum shift allowed for 
Fiscal Year 2008 will be deter- 
mined pursuant to then-current 
laws; the maximum shift for 
Fiscal Year 2009 will be 1.70. 

Moynihan recommended that 
the board adopt the 1.97 shift, 
resulting in Residential proper- 
ty tax of $9.77 per valued thou- 
sand in FY05, as opposed to the 
FY rate of $9.65 per valued 
thousand. 

“Although adoption of this rec- 
ommendation will result in a 1.2 
percent increase in the residential 
tax rate, taxes for the Wilmington 
homeowner will increase from the 
average of $3,108 in Fiscal year 
2004 to $3,406 for a total increase of 
$297 overall,” Moynihan said. 

Dueto Wilmington’s healthy base 

of industry, Moynihan told the 
board, residents continue to see 
one of the lowest tax bills in the 
area. 
CIP properties will be taxed 
in FY05 at $26.80 per valued 
thousand, as opposed to the 
FY04 rate of $28.09 per valued 
thousand. 

In FY94, with a classification 
shift of 1.45, Residential proper- 
ty taxes represented 47 percent 
of the town’s entire tax levy, 
while CIP property taxes 
attributed for 53 percent. That 
ratio remained consistent for 
Fiscal Year 1995, thanks to an 
increase in the classification 
shift to 1.55. 

In FY96, however, Residential 
property taxes represented 49 per- 
cent of the total levy, leaving CIP 
to make up the remaining 51 per- 
cent. 


Each classification _con- 
tributed 50 percent in FY98 and 
again in F'Y00, but that was the 
last year that Residential prop- 
erty taxes represented less 
than a majority of the total 
levy. Beginning in FY01, 
Residential property taxes 
made up 52 percent of the levy 
and held at 52 percent for F'Y02 
and F'Y03, despite increases in 
the classification shifts to as 
much as 1.75.

My high school friend Tom 
theorized that our entire uni- 
verse is nothing but a bowl of 
fruit in a giant’s refrigerator. 
Consequently, on moral 
grounds, he refused to consume 
fruits of any kind in any way. 
He was a great guy and was 
way ahead of his time, but we 
sort of lost touch after he came 
down with the scurvy. 

Philosophers throughout his- 
tory have endeavored to explain 
existence and its meaning 
through logical reasoning; 
often seeking to accomplish 
that goal by defining the vari- 
ous aspects of nature and by 
theorizing of an underlying all 
encompassing formula or sub- 
stance that reality is built upon. 

My philosophy professor in 
college was an elderly little guy 
with closely cropped white hair 
and thick glasses. For the life 
of me I can’t remember his 
name and have come to refer to 
him as Van Helsing due to his 
rather uncanny resemblance to 
the actor Edward Van Sloan, 
who played the part in the orig- 
inal 1931 Universal Studios’ 
Dracula. 

During the first day of class 


he proved, through a series of 
logistical Sequences, that, even 
while we sat there in his class- 
room, we did not in fact exist at 
all. I was so convinced of my 
non-existence that I went ahead 
and maxed-out all my credit 
cards. I was later persuaded by 
a series of very unpleasant col- 
lection agents that I did in fact 
very much exist.

Voters to give 


oe Village District 


another look

TEWKSBURY - Residents will 
have a second chance to vote on 
the creation of a new age- 
restricted overlay district that 
many say was not given a fair 
shake during the October Special 
Town Meeting. 

Another Special Town Meeting, 
this time held on November 30 at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School, will address the failed 
attempt to create the Senior 
Village District in the area of 
land located near the intersec- 
tion of North Street and Andover 
Street. The meeting's at 7 p.m. 

The concept of the article 
appeared before voters just last 
month. Due to a printing error, 
however, the actual text of the 
Proposed zoning by-law change 
did not appear in the warrant. 
Instead, the warrant simply pre- 
sented voters with an executive 
summary of the article. 

In an attempt to save the arti- 
cle, the full text of the zoning 
changes was made available to 
voters as they entered the meet- 
ing. Many residents, though, felt 
they did not have adequate time 
to review the minutiae of the 
article. 

The article, a proposed amend- 
ment to the town’s zoning by- 
laws, required a two-thirds 
majority vote in order to pass. It 
failed by a vote of 117 to 69. 

Planning Board member David 
Plunkett supported the article 
during last month's Special Town 
Meeting, which he asserted, was 
the result of hard work and 
numerous meetings. 

Plunkett addressed selectmen 
at their October 19 meeting to

Miceli said. “You can’t put any- 
thing in there without con- 
tributing to the problem. If you 
put 10 homes in there, you'd 
have a problem.” 

Miceli, whose home does not 
abut the property, but is near- 
by, stated that he would oppose 
the project whether it was close 
to his home or not. Miceli stat- 
ed that he forcefully opposed 
the Regency Place project 
when it was proposed for West 
Street, a project affecting resi- 
dents not even within any of the 
districts that he represents, 

Crystal Commons’ proximity 
to the train station would be a 
non-issue, according to Miceli, 
since no one that he knows of 
currently living within walking 
distance of the train uses it. 

“Future town managers and 
future selectmen will be trying 
to figure out how we got into 
this mess,” Miceli said. “There 
is not one single resident in 
favor of this project, but you 
could fill a room with those who 
oppose it.” 

The Housing Partnership will 
hold a public hearing on the 
matter on December 8. 

The Board of Selectmen have 
until mid-December to submit 
comments on the project to the 
DHCD. 
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request that they hold a special 
town Meeting for the purpose of 
reviewing that article. 

Plunkett stated that the print- 
ing error was not the fault of the 
article's proponent. He added 
that it was discovered later that 
a large number of people in favor 
of the concept voted against it 
simply because of the lack of 
information Furthermore, 
despite the unfavorable condi- 
tions, the article lost by a consid- 
erably slim margin. 

Plunkett asked the Board of 
Selectmen to call for a Special 
Town Meeting to appropriately 
address the matter. He received 
the support of the majority of the 
board, with the exception of 
Selectman Douglas Se: 

Sears did not necessarily 
oppose the concept of the article, 
but he was concerned that revis- 
iting the vote in this way might 
“water down the effectiveness” 
of town meetings. 

“I'm concerned that whenever 
something considered worth- 
while doesn’t pass, it gets a sec- 
ond chance,” Sears said at the 
time. “It could be the greatest 
thing in the world, but it estab- 
lishes a dangerous precedent.” 

Plunkett stated that the 
Planning Board had discussed 
that very issue, but deemed this 
to be a unique enough situation 
to warrant such an action. It is, 
to the best of Plunkett's knowl- 
edge, the only time that an entire 
text of an article was missing 
from a warrant 

Selectman John Ryan sided 
with Plunkett. He stated that, 
had the article been properly 
presented to voters, it would 
have passed overwhelmingly. 

According to the newly printed 
Special Town Meeting Warrant, 
the purpose of the article is to 
“encourage development of com- 
munities for persons fifty-five 
(55) years of age and older, by 
allowing a greater variety of 
multi-family building types at 
higher density that would nor- 
mally be allowed.” 

The article has been submitted 
by the Board of Selectmen and 
the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board and 
Finance Committee held a joint 
public hearing on November 22 
at Town Hall to review the article 
and accept public comments.

The greatest emotional reward 
she gets is reuniting a stray dog 
with its owner. 

Ellen never imagined herself 
being included in a book. At this 
point, the book is simply on the 
web, not in print. Ellen said she 
has had so many requests, she 
could ride around selling books 
out of the back of the cruiser. 

In many years of placing ani- 
mals, she never allowed herself 
to be photographed. Just the 
dogs, not me. Somehow Laurel 
Holland managed to cross that 
barrier. It probably had some- 
thing to do with her dedication to 
helping animals.

As of press time neither head 
coach knew where the game 
would be, but both Bob Almeida 
and Paul Killinger know that 
their teams are one win away 
from a Super Bowl appearance, 

On Tuesday, November 30th, 
the 10-0 Wilmington Wildcats will 
take on the 91 Hingham 
Harbormen in a Division 2A play- 
off football game to be played 
somewhere most likely on the 
South Shore with rumors saying 
at Mansfield High at 7:00 pm. 

Wilmington is making its first 
playoff appearance since 1976 as 
that Wildcat team coached by 
Fred Bellissimo were defeated in 
the Super Bowl by Lynn 
Classical, 20-12. Hingham is mak- 
ing its first ever playoff appear- 
ance in school history. Last week 
the Harbormen knocked off 
three-time league champion 
Duxbury, 7-0. 

‘The winner of Tuesday's game 
will take on the winner of the 
other divisional game between 
Bourne and Bishop Feehan on 
the weekend of December 4th 
most likely at Curry College. 

“We have a good focused senior 
group of players,” said Hingham 
coach Paul Killinger. “This group 
were 1-10 as sophomores and last 
year as juniors we went 10-1 and 
were 13 minutes away from win- 
ning (the Patriot League champi- 
onship). It's been a progression 
but these guys know what they 
are doing. They are not an overly 
outgoing group. They just come 
to work everyday.” 

Killinger has been the head 
coach at Hingham for the past 
eight years and has been with the 
program for the past 1. This 
year’s team is his best, led by an 
offense that’s featured four dif- 


yards, and between 40-50 points 
in scoring. Quarterback Mike 


Chris Pedi, an Austin Prep senior, finished in second place in the Division 2 All-State Meet on 


Quinn leads the way, with John 
Murphy as ‘tailback, Guy Mitsis 
as tailback and Mike Perkins, the 
lone junior of the group, as the 
wing back. Killinger said his 
team operates out of a lot of I 
and Multiple formations, primar- 
ily a running team. 

The offensive line of 
is pretty big led by five seniors 
and one junior. Senior captain 
Mike Goulet (6-2, 235) stands in 
at tackle. Scott Dresser (6-0, 250) 
stands in at the other tackle spot, 
while the rest of the line consists 
of guards Tom Cushing (6-4, 240), 
Mike Battaglia and center 
Andrew Glavine. 

“I'd say we're the most experi- 
enced line in our league but prob- 
ably the third biggest,” aid 
Killinger. “We're not huge but 
we're good size.” 

Killinger said that he’s seen 
Wilmington on film several times 
while he made the trip to North 
Andover to watch that classic 
live. He’s impressed with the 
‘Cats. 

“They are quick and well 
coached,” said Killinger. “Their 
quarterback (Joe Herra) and 
tailback (Zack Mayo) are good 
athletes. Their team speed is 
super and I think they’ll be quick- 
er than any team we've played all 
season. They are similar team 
speed wise to Gardner, who is out 
of Central Mass and beat us in 
the first game of the season. 
Wilmington flies around and 
close in, and just their team 
speed we're the most concerned 
with.” 

Hingham has won nine straight 
games after the loss to Gardner 
which came just three days after 
a Hingham High student was 
killed in an automobile accident.

GARDNER - Last week Chris 
Pedi said he wanted people’ to 
know exactly what kind of cross 
country runner he is. He didn’t 
think he had to prove himself. 

But after Saturday’s perfor- 
mance, he backed up all of his 
words. After taking first place in 
the Class D Meet held at 
Franklin Park in five inches of 
snow the weekend before, Pedi 
saved his best for last. 
Competing in the Division 2 race 
at the all-state meet at the 


time of 14:30 which was four sec- 
onds behind winner Zach Hine of 
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its opponents 301-137. 

“To get to this point any team 
you play is going to be good and 
well coached,” said Killinger. 
“Wilmington is a good team. But 
the game will come down to 
turnovers and which team makes 
the least mistakes. Everyone is a 
champion when you get to this 
point. The hard part is getting 
through your league - playing 
here is just a bonus.” 

Wilmington will be led offen- 
sively by Herra, Stephen Downs 
and Zack Mayo in the running 
game, and wide outs Sean 
Murphy and Joe Mayo. Herra, 
Downs and Zack Mayo all have 
over 400 rushing yards, while, 
Herra has tossed 17 touchdown 
passes all to Murphy and Joe 
Mayo, Back-up quarterback Lou 
Insalaco tossed one himself, also 
to Murphy. 

At the point of question, 
Wildcat head coach Bob Almeida 
hadn't seen Hingham as much as 
he would have liked, but is still 
impressed with what he saw from 
hi playoff opponent. 

“We have broken them down at 
all yet,” said Almeida. “I couldn't 
even tell you what defense they 
Tun. We were watching them in 
the rain against Duxbury on tape 
and it was a terrible film. We're 
going to get another tape from 
their Thanksgiving game and 
we'll know a lot more. What I do 
know is that they are a team that 
Goes to the ball. They are tough, 
they hit and they are a big physi- 
cal team. They have at least one 
exceptional back. It’s a team 
that’s pretty scary. 

“They have 66 kids in their pro- 
gram so they have big numbers. 
‘They have been starting together 
since sophomores. They have 
paid their dues. It’s a really good 
football team and probably the 
best team we'll face all season.

Winning ways have carried 
on through the Stewart family

It’s been 28 years since a 
Wildcat team went to the play- 
offs and 32 years since the foot- 
ball program has gone unde- 
feated. It’s been 28 years since 
Jim Stewart has thrown a 
touchdown pass, or handed a 
ball off to one of his running 
backs, while he was a quarter- 
back on that 1976 team. 

Now as a father of three, 
Stewart like the rest of the 
proud parents in the stands, 
will be cheering on his former 
team, and in particular his son 
Greg, the team’s place kicker 
and defensive back, who'll be 
wearing No. 15 of the Blue and 
White when the ‘Cats make 
their playoff appearance 
against Duxbury on Tuesday, 
November 2. 

Instead of gloating with his 
past memories, Jim has offered 
some very good advice to his 
sofi, who is just a sophomore 
and very young to the varsity 
world of football. 

“Just have fun and enjoy these 
games,” said Jim about the 
advice he’s given his son. “Very 
few players get an opportunity 
to go this far and very few get 
the chance to play in big 
games. This year’s team has 
played in three big games 
already, then they have 
Thanksgiving and the playoff 
games. This is something spe- 
cial for each individual, the 
coaches and the entire team. 
People don’t realize how special 
these things are until they are 
over.” 

Jim Stewart played quarter- 
back and safety for the ‘Cats 
during that magical season of 
1976. The ‘Cats finished the sea- 
son with a 92 overall record, 
losing a regular season game to 
Central Catholic, before losing 
to Lynn Classical in the Super 
Bowl, 20-12. Since then no other 
team has advanced to the play- 
offs. Since that time, Jim 
Stewart has gone to college, got 
married, had three children, 
become the town’s moderator 
and watched hundreds of 
Wildcat football games. During 


that span none have been as 
Special as the ten he’s seen thus 
far in 2004. 

“This is a great team and they 
have played very well all sea- 
son,” said Jim Stewart. “That 
win against North Andover was 
the most exciting Wilmington 
game I think I’ve ever seen. 
This (Wilmingten) team is 10-0 
and they are the only team 
since 1972 to be undefeated - 
they have gotten it done and 
that’s all that matters.” 

Greg Stewart played soccer 
while growing up and didn’t 
turn to football until he was in 
the seventh grade. Now as a 
sophomore, he has kicked 29 
PATs, nailed a 25-yard field goal 
through the uprights during the 
big 30-29 win over North 
Andover, and is tied for fourth 
on the team in scoring with 32 
points. He also is the place 
kicker, and plays defensive cor- 
nerback. 

“I like playing defensive back 
but so many people have helped 
me,” said Greg. “Guys like 
Ryan Olivieri and the rest of 
the backs have helped me out 
and I’m much more confident. 
The toughest part is reading 
the keys but I think I’m getting 
better at it. Coach (Tim) Jones 
has really helped me teaching 
me when to turn and I just feel 
so much more comfortable.” 

Early in the season, 
Wilmington struggled with its 
PATs, and turned to Stewart. 
He's since made 29-of-30, while 
his kick-offs (when Wilmington 
elects to go deep which is rare) 
goes to the opposing 5 or 10 
yard line. In addition, he nailed 
the first field goal of the sea- 
son, which was huge at the time 
against NA. 

“The snap was good and Lou 
(Insalaco) is the best holder 
and he makes sure he gets the 
ball down every time for you,” 
said Greg. “I really wasn’t ner- 
vous. Coach (Almeida) just told 
me to go out there and kick the 
ball like I have all season. We 
practice kicks before the games 
from the left and right hash 
marks, and even during prac- 
tices. So I'm used to it and I 


don't get nervous with them.” 

Greg said that growing up 
he’s watched his father’s old 
video tapes when he wore the 
Wildcat uniform. Obviously 
many things have changed with 
uniforms, league opponents and 
style of play, but one that has 
stayed constant with the 
Stewart family is both Jim and 
Greg have played significant 
roles helping their teams 
advance to the post season. 

“I’ve seen some tapes and it's 
fun watching it,” said Greg 
“My father was a pretty hard 
nosed player. He was very 
tough. He wasn’t afraid of keep- 
ing the ball and he could 
throw.” 

Greg plays cornerback where- 
as his father played safety but 
the son says the tips from the 
former Wildcat star have gone 
a long way. 

“He gives me lots of pointers 
what to do on certain cover sit- 
uations,” said Greg. “He helps 
me a lot but not just in football 
with everything else. It’s great 
having him as a father. It’s 
great having a father like him 
at his level. I know he’s pretty 
excited about (the playoffs).” 

While Jim - whose father 
Evryl is a WHS Hall of Fame 
inductee himself — down played 
the pointers to help his son as a 
cornerback, he said so much 
success should go to the coach- 
ing staff. 

“These coaches have done a 
great job,” said Jim. “They 
have given Greg so much confi- 
dence and they deserve all of 
the credit. Coach Jones has 
helped him a great deal, espe- 
cially with his skills. I think all 
of the coaches deserve so much 
credit because they changed 
the structure of their team to 
their talent. They are passing 
more than any Wilmington 
team I’ve ever seen. I've never 
seen anyone have the arm that 
Joey Herra does. He has a lot of 
talent. 

“This entire team has so much 
talent - they have had a fantas- 
tic season and their record 
proves it all.”

He also had a handful of 
seniors, who were on the team 
for the past three seasons, play- 
ers like co-captains Nicole 
Ouellette, Kerri Bowlby, and the 
Tarantino twins, Carrie and 
Leanne, as well as players such 
as Lynette Berger and Jenn 
Murray. 

With the overabundance of 
youth talent and the addition of 
Fay, Lyman had to figure out 
how to assemble the playing 
time, the positions for each 
player and so forth. That would- 
n't be easy. 

“They were a team and that 
was so important,” said Lyman, 
“In 1993 we had great, great 
leaders. Nicole and Kerri were 
really good, players and just 
tremendous leaders. We had 
some really good young talent 
on that team and some of the 
veteran players stepped aside 
for the younger players and that 
was really important.” 

The team started off very 
strong. It had the pitching of 
Fay, it hand the defense espe- 
cially up the middle as 
Southmayd and Pote were a 
tremendous double play combi- 
nation, and Harris was equally 
impressive in center field. 

The team had the bats as 
Southmayd, Pote, Fay and 
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Ouellette were the contact, slap 
and run producers, while, the 
Tarantino sisters came through 
in the clutch many times, espe 
cially Leanne who also had a 
lethal bat 

The Wildcats finished the regu 
lar season at 18-2 and were 
crowned MVC _ champions. 
Wilmington crushed early round 
state tournament opponents 
Greater Lawrence and 
Amesbury, before beating 
Matignon, 3-0, in the Division 2 
North sectional final. That win 
also came against third base- 
man Stacey Gillis’ cousin, 
Heather, who was the southpaw 
pitcher for the opposing team.

She also came up with a big 
defensive play, making a sensa 
tional catch down the left field 
line on a hit that was slicing 
away from her with two runs on 
and one out at the time. 

The ‘Cats held on to its 6-1 
lead going to the seventh inning 
until things got a little uncom 
fortable. Mount Graylock put its 
first three runners on base, the 
first on a walk, followed by a 
RBI double and an error, With 
the score 6-3, Lyman took a trip 
to the mound to settle down his 
troops. It worked. Fay retired 
the next three batters in order 
and Wilmington celebrated with

Rams ready for Turkey Day clash

The Shawsheen Tech football 
team knows that regardless of 
what happens in _ their 
Thanksgiving Day clash with 
Greater Lowell in Billerica on 
Thyrsday that their season will 
continue. The Rams, who will 
bring an 8-2 overall record (3-1 
in ‘CAC Large) into the game 
wilt travel to Chelsea on 
Detember 2 to compete in the 
Lafge School State Vocational 
championship whether they 
win or lose against the rival 
Gryphons. 
But don’t expect the Rams to 


take this game lightly, It is still’ me 


Thanksgiving Day after all, 
and. you can be sure the Rams 
will be plenty motivated to con- 
tinue their two-year winning 
streak against the Gryphons. 

There is also the matter of the 
CAC Large championship. 
Despite a decisive 26-0 loss to 
‘Tyhgsboro last week and Rams 
coach Al Costabile's under- 
stdhdable consternation at 
sharing a league crown with a 
team his squad lost to, the fact 
is the Rams will be co-champs 
of the CAC with a win. 

Greater Lowell will also most 
certainly have plenty of moti- 
vation heading into the turkey 
day clash. The 7-3 (3-1 CAC 
Large) Gryphons scenario is 
much different than the Rams, 
With a win, the Gryphons will 
eatn the ultimate prize with 
sole possession of the CAC 
Large crown, as well as a trip 
to the Division 3 playoffs. A 
loss sends the Gryphons home 
with nothing, no league title, no 
voke championship game, and 
no playoff spot. 

Without even mentioning the 
league title —_ implications 
Costabile assured all Rams 
fans that his team will be more 
than ready match the 
Gryphons intensity. 

“Thanksgiving Day is a sea- 
son in itself,” Costabile said. 
“We will be trying to defend the 
Colfins Cup which we have won 
for’ the past two years. That’s 
bragging rights. We are also 
Bojng to the state voke champi- 

onghip and we don't want to go 
intg that losing two in a row.” 

While nothing can be guaran- 
teed, it would probably be a 
fairly safe bet that Thursday’s 
game will not be decided until 


the final minutes, or possibly 
final play of the game. Last 
year’s thrilling 12-6 win by the 
Rams in Tyngsboro when wide 
receiver Scott Johnson hauled 
in a Chris Holak pass for a 
touchdown after it had been 
tipped by two Greater Lowell 
defenders with just over minute 
to go was just the latest in a 
series of tremendous games 
between the two rivals, 

Two years ago, in an “Ice 
Bowl” type atmosphere in 
Billerica, the Rams_ stuffed 
Greater Lowell on the two yard 
line in the closing seconds to 
preserve a 21-1: victory, And 

memorable of all, but 
most painful to the Rams, was 
the 2000 contest where the 
Gryphons kicked a game win- 
ning field goal as time expired 
to earn a 30-28 victory that sent 
Greater Lowell to the Super 
Bowl and denied the Rams a 
berth in the title game. 

If the Rams are going to 
derail the Gryphons playoff 
chances this year they must 
reverse a couple of recent 
trends. Greater Lowell comes 
into the game having won five 
in a row and allowing just one 
touchdown in each of the five 
wins, while Shawsheen enters 
the contest having lost two out 
of three including last week's 
loss to Tyngsboro after getting 
off to a perfect 7-0 start. 

Costabile knows that momen- 
tum can play a factor in this 
game, and says his team must 
rise to the challenge of revers- 
ing recent history. : 

“Absolutely it’s a factor,” 
Costabile said. “They are com- 
ing in with momentum and are 
feeling good about themselves, 
We have to work on being a bet- 
ter football team than we were 
last Sunday night (against 
‘Tyngsboro).” 

Costabile knows that for his 
team to be successful against 
Greater Lowell their number 
one priority must be stopping 
Gryphons superstar running 
back Joshua Rosado. Rosado 
has rushed for 1,431 yards and 
22 touchdowns on the season 
and has scored 140 points. The 
Rams have faced some talented 
backs this season and have had 
pretty good success against 
them, but Rosado may be the 
best of them. 


“Rosado is a great running 


back. He's got great explosion, 
but what he has best of all is 
great balance,” Costabile said. 
“Great running backs have 
great balance and he definitely 
has it. He will not go down on 
the first hit.” 

If the Rams face a difficult 
task in stopping Rosado, the 
Gryphons may face an even 
more difficult task in stopping 
the great combination in the 
Ram backfield of running back 
Kyle Marzeoti and quarterback 
Chris Holak, a Tewksbury resi- 
dent. Marzeoti has rushed for 
1,310 yards on the season and 
has scored 18 touchdowns, 
including two on punt returns 
and one defensive touchdown 
on an interception return. 
Holak meanwhile has thrown 16 
touchdown passes on the sea- 
son. 

The passing game has strug- 
gled a bit as of late, however, 
and Costabile knows that a bal- 
anced attack is the only way to 
beat the Gryphons. 

“We have to get the passing 
game going again. November 
hasn’t been a good month for 
us with that,” Costabile said. 
“The running game has been 
solid all year, but we need both. 
Also, we need to establish some 
drives against them. We can’t 
just rely on the big play. We 
want to score points, but we 
also don’t want to give the ball 
back to them too quickly.” 

Defensively the Rams have 
played very well all season, 
allowing only 97 points all year 
and only 54 in their wins. 
Linebacker Joe Galvin has led 
the way with a team high 60 
tackles, while Tewksbury resi- 
dent Pat Connor has followed 
close behind with 49 tackles, 
Unfortunately the Rams will be 
without defensive back 
Brandon McCarthy who led the 
team with seven interceptions. 
A broken clavicle, suffered in 
the Tyngsboro game, will side- 
line McCarthy for the rest of 
the season. He had missed one 
game earlier this season with a 
similar injury. 

“We need to continue to play 
defense the way we have all 
year,” Costabile said. “But 
being without McCarthy will 
hurt. Seven interceptions in 
nine games is pretty amazing.”

“He has been a great captain

Costabile said. “He is a quiet 
leader and leads by example.

Connor takes his role as cap- 
tain very seriously and knows 
that he has a responsibility to 
his teammates and coaches in 
that role. 

“I think all of my teammates 
look to the captains for support 
and as role models,” Connor 
said. “Whatever we do the 
team will be with us, so we have 
to set the tone.” 

While Costabile and the Ram 

s have been impressed 
with the work he has done as a 
captain and even more so with 
his performance on the field, 
Connor knows that none of it 
would be possible without their 
guidance. 

“The coaching staff has been 
incredible. They instruct you 
on what to do and want you to 
be perfect at each position,” 
Connor said. “It is their skill as 
coaches that has helped us so 
much this season.” 

This will be Connor's fourth 
Thanksgiving Day game with 
the Rams, and they all have 
been big, but this year certain- 
ly looks to be even bigger. 
Greater Lowell will be battling 
for an MIAA playoff spot, and 
although the Rams have 
wrapped up a Vocational Bowl 
playoff spot, they still have shot 
to earn a tie for the CAC Large 
championship along with 
Tyngsboro with a win over the 
Gryphons. Whatever happens 
tomorrow, however, Connor is 
proud of what he and his team- 
mates have accomplished so 
far. 

“It is definitely bigger this 
year.
